Response to Amendment 

On 02/23/2009, applicant amended independent claims 1,13, 34, 53, 74, 
and 95. applicant also amended dependent claims 3-4, 6-8, 10-12, 14-16, 22, 
31 , 36-37, 50, 55-56, 71 , 76-77, 92, 94, 97-98, 1 1 3, 1 1 5, 1 36, 1 38, 1 49, 1 52-1 53, 
1 55-1 56, 1 58, 1 69-1 71 , 1 84-1 86, 1 89-1 91 , 1 98-201 , and 208. Applicant added 
claims 224-266. 

Rejections under 35 USC 1 12 are withdrawn in view of amendments, 
arguments and implications thereof. 

Claims 1, 3-4, 6-12, 13, 14-16, 22, 31-33, 34, 36-37, 50-52, 53, 55-56, 71- 
73, 74, 76-77, 92-94, 95, 97-98, 113-115,1 36, 1 38, 1 49-1 56, 1 58, 1 69-1 71 , 1 79, 
1 84-1 87, 1 89-1 92, 1 98-202, 208, and 224-266, a total of 1 1 4 claims, are pending 
and are allowed. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Updated searches were performed on the amended claim language. The 

closest US prior art, Woolston, 6,085,176 neither anticipates nor renders obvious 

the combination, inter alia, of representative claim 1 , 

the server receiving from the first consumer via the first computer a selection, in which 
the selection comprises one of: 

• to sell the item by auctioning the item, and 

• to sell the item by advertising the item 



Also of interest is Seaman (US 7,451,109), which states, in part. 
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There are a number of different types of financial instruments, many of which are 
subject to different types of regulation, depending on certain characteristics of the 
instrument. Because of the various different type of regulations, and any 
exemptions from the regulations, there may be limits on who may issue the 
instrument, who may buy or trade the instrument, the circumstances under which 
the instrument may be traded, the types of exchanges, if any, that the instrument 
may be traded on, and restrictions on an instrument holder's ability to transfer 
the instrument. Col. 1, lines 11-20. 

However, Seaman neither anticipates nor renders obvious combinations 
of, inter alia, provider, first consumer, second consumers and transfer system, as 
in applicant's Fig. 1 and related text. 

The closest non-patent literature is previously cited Orwall, Wall Street 
Journal, Ticket Scalpers Find a Home on the Web, published on 02/04/1999. 
However, Orwall neither anticipates nor renders obvious combinations of, inter 
alia, provider, first consumer, second consumers and transfer system, as in 
applicant's Fig. 1 and related text.
